Government Cannot Stand Criticism, Say 
Opposition Members in Denunciation of 
Bill Affecting Freedom of Press 


The provincial government on Monday night defended 
itself against one of the most outspoken attacks since the 
last general election and when the smoke of battle had 
cleared, the government gave third and final reading to the 
so-called “Accurate News Bill.” Liberal, Conservative and

PROFIT IN HORROR 

With theee principles in mind I read with 
interest the News Chronicle enquiries into e very 
old organization called the Air Raid Precaution 
Association which sends out alarming leafiets 
about bombs and wishes you to send 2s, 6d. for 
lectures (not yet announced), and expert advice 
(experts not named) about how to make your 
house gasproof. No names given, not even a Sec- 
retary, President or Peer to make the thing 
sound better. The News Chronicle reporter had a 
jolly time tracking down a gentleman who ap- 
parentity turns up now and again at the address 
where the half-crowns are sent. And now I want 
to know about a lot of other people who offer 
their services for our security. A number of 
private firms are distributing literature offering 
to make your home poison-gas proof. To begin 
with, they mislead because they suggest to the 
ignorant that you are safe if you have a gas- 
proof room. In this they only imitate the tactics 
of the official Government publications which 
slur over the use of thermite and other incend- 
iary bombs—against which, as far as I can 
gather, there is as yet no protection of any sort— 
and which do not tell us what to do when we 
have to come out of our sealed-up rooms into a 
world of “contaminated” concrete (once concrete 
is soaked with mustard gas the official instruc- 
tions say that it may have to be dug up with a 
pickaxe!). Obviously, the temptation to exploit 
our fears is considerable, No “private enterprise” 
should be allowed in such matters. The pam- 
phlet that drives me to most anger is a prettily 
covered affair with a picture of a baby playing 
with a doll, mother knitting, and father and son 
playing cards inside a “safety-first” shelter, 
while outside gasmasked figures dash about in 
the death fumes. I must remember to get a stock 
of playing cards in. It's a good hint what to do, 
while people without private shelters crush each 
other to death in the underground and burn and 
cough their lungs out in the streets.—Critic in 
The New Statesman and Nation, London, 


PROMOTING DEMOCRACY 

While democracy as known in the United 
States has never been known in Japan even the 
slight inclination in that direction has been sup- 
pressed since the Manchurian intervention in 
favor of fascism. The recent victory of the pol- 
itical parties apparently only had the effect of 
precipitating the present intervention in North 
China. The political-economic set-up in Man- 
chukuo is entirely military fascism, The former 
Chinese provinces have been converted into a 
happy hunting ground of state socialism as in- 
terpreted and promoted by officers connected 
with the powerful Kwantung branch of the Jap- 
anese Army. This program, which has effectively 
suppressed private enterprise in the Manchurian 
provinces and forced the Chinese population 
into a condition little better than serfdom is now 
being extended into North China. If the Japanese 
are permitted to complete their program in 
North China, it will not be many weeks before 
all major enterprises are controlled by organ- 
izations and groups dominated by the Japanese 
army in Manchuria 

Along with this aystem the Japanese war- 
lords have fostered the production and inter- 
national traffic in opium, morphine, heroin and 


other habit-forming drugs, recognized as a world 
menace, but which the Japanese refuse to dis- 


continue because of the money realizing possi- 
bilities and value in the subjugation of native 
populations

People of Alberta: I wish to dtaw your atten- 
tion to recent developments of a public nature 
which you should be vitally interested in. I will 
lay facts before you, analyse them and interpret 
them for you, and ask your careful consideration 

An effort to advance the welfare of the people 
always meets with resistance, otherwise there 
would be no effort. 

The effort and the resistance each require a 
line up. We have told you of the line up of 
export; now I will lay bare, the line up of re- 
sistance. 

About twenty-three vears ago, Europe, 
armed to the teeth, entered a life and death 
struggle of nationals. 

Europe was always quarrelling and fighting 
The strong taking from the weak by force of 
arms. It was to escape this people emigrated to 
America to live in peace. Canada was drawn into 
the struggle by a class of jingoes, The Empire 
must be saved at any cost. So tens of thousands 
of young men were sent and billions of dollars 
of debts incurred which Canada cannot pay 
today, and the financial papers of London say 
should be paid or Canada will lose her credit in 
“The City.” Let England pay her war debt to the 
United States before lecturing us about paying 
what we cannot pay. England, glad to get our 
wheat at a government fixed price when she 
was threatened with starvation because sub- 
marines during the war blocked the long haul 
from other wheat producing countries and when 
peace came she passed us by with our heavy 
war debts and expenses and bought on cheaper 
markets from countries which had taken no part 
in the war and had not incurred the large liabil- 
ity both national and private that Canada had. 

After three years of war, it was necessary to 
hold an election. Things were serious and the 
people restless. We were spending more money 
than we had, much to the surprise of money ex- 
perts, and we were sending thousands of young 
men to a living hell in Europe. 

People showed symptoms of asserting them- 
selves. So what? The Tories, in power at Ottawa, 
backed by financiers, lawyers, chambers of 
commerce, boards of trade and blest by the 
churches, had no trouble getting the small pro- 
vincial leaders to join with them in this crisis 
(Only the great Laurier stood out), and formed 
a Union Government, whose object was to make 
the common people come across with more men 
and money whether they liked it or not, 

A war time election act was passed at Ottawa 
when only selected citizens were allowed to vote 
Of course there was no fascism about that. 

Then a conscription act was passed by which 
young men had to go to war to make the world 
safe for democracy.

A Day in Canadian History 
One indref and fifty years ago 
today th first service of the 
Church of England was held in the 
Bay of Quinte district by the Rev. 
John Langhorn, the second mis- 
sionary of the Society for the Prop- 
aga of the Gospel to Upper 
Canada He had been a curate at 
Hart Hill, Cheshire, but felt a call 
to minister to the English settlers 
in the upper country of the prov- 
ince of Quebec, At Catarqui (Kinge 
on), he met Dr. John Stuart, 
who told him that he must be “pos- 
§ d of a stock of patience” and 
despatched him, with his blessing, 
in to the bush. This courageous 
messenger of The Master set out 
armec ymily with his umbrella, 
which had never left his side since 
he had departed from his home. In 
due course he reached the destina 
tion assigned by Mr. Stuart, and 
here is what happened, told in Mr 
Langhorn’s ‘own report to the 
S.P.G 

“That on the Sth of October he 
made his first appearance in the 


second and third townships named 
Ernest and Fredericksburgh, where 
he thought it best to do duties on 
Sundays alternately, That in Fred- 
ericksourgh there are more people 
and more of the Chureh of England 


than in Ernestiown; in the former

Mr. Langhorn pu! in 26 years in 
the Bay of Quinte and saw the 
country grow in prosperity and 
population He returned to Eng-

Rain, which had stopped the fire,

Ottawa, Alexandria and Montreal, 
and within a few days citizens were 
busy ye-buliding. It was one of the 
events which proved that in Canada 
lines are wiped out by dis- 
No one questioned the 
church the sufferer attended, nor 
whether they were Canadians or 
English; each helped the other; the 
old and the ehildren were placed in
